The Volvox Globator or Globe-Animal is among 
the largeft of the microfcopic animalcules, and fre- 
quently arrives at fuch a fize as to be diftin&ly vi- 
fible to the naked eye; appearing under the form of 
a {mall globule, fometimes of a deep yellow, or 
orange-color, and fometimes green. During the 
fummer months, fo numerous is this fpecies as to 
caufe a very vifible difcoloration of the fluid in which 
itis found. Its general refidence is in ftagnant wag 
ters, Its motions are irregular, moving in all di- 

| i rections, 


rections, and at thc fame time rolling or fpinning as 
if on an axis. When microfcopically examined, it 
exhibits one of the moft curious phenomena in na- 
tural hiftory ; being almoft always found pregnant 
with feveral finaller and perfectly fimilar animal- 
cules; and thefe if more clofely examined, will be 
found provided with a ftill {maller progeny; fo that 
the Globe-Animal contains within itfelf a tribe of 
already impregnated defcendants.
